(1) . It is unclear where the "raw material liquid containing ( meth)arylic acid substantially free from azeotropic solvents is formed, i.e., 
whether formed in the collection column as recited e.g., in claim 5, or in the distilling step prior the feeding step as recited in claim 16. 

(2) . It is also unclear whether, as recited, "the raw material liquid" in claim 8, lines 8-9 is the same as the initially recited "a raw materia! 
liquid containing (meth)acrylic acid substantially free from azeotropic solvents" recited in the preamble of claim 8 (for antecedent 
support?). 

(3) . It is not seen how the feeding step of the resulting mixed gas to the collection column would form the raw material liquid 
substantially free from azeotropic solvents especially since there is no solvent added or present in the collection column. 

(4) . Claim 9 is an incomplete claim as it depends on a cancelled claim 1 . 

(5) . It is suggested that In claim 16, line 1, the phrase --which further comprises- ,or the like, should be added before the "distilling" 
step. 
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
